solvents and plastic materials. 

The first of the four new sub- 
stances, all of which are labeled by 


chemical formula, is valuable as a | 


solvent for organic gums, 
and oils used in lacquers.

as a repellant to insects. 

The second and third substances 
are thick liquids which become solid 
after standing a long while. Both 
may be made into plastic materials 
for building purposes. The fourth, 
which also may be used as a plas- 
tic, is valuable as a cement or ad- 
hesive for wood, paper, metal and 
other materials. 

As a by-product of paper and in- 
dustrial cellulose mills, about 1,500,- 
000 dry weight tons of lignin are 
dumped into streams each year, 
making it a pollution and disposal 
problem as well as one of waste.

The hydrogen atoms were added 
to a solution of purified lignin by 
means of heat, pressure and use of 
copper chromium oxide. Under 
this treatment the dirty, brown lig- 
nin solution was changed to a thick, 
sticky, colorless fluid. The copper 
chromium oxide was then removed 
by use of a centrifuge, which works 
on the principle of a cream separa- 
tor. The residue then was distilled 
to create the wood alcohol and four 
new substances.

Scientist Finds Fourth 
Division of White Race | 


CHICAGO.—The_ existence of a 
fourth fundamental division of the 
white race is supported by Dr. 
Henry Field, anthropologist for 
Field Museum of Natural History. 

He said the discovery of the race 
—the Iranian Plateau people—was | 
made during a five-year study of | 


The findings are included | 
in a 706-page report of the expedi- 
tion 

Dr. Field said the Iranian Plateau 
race hitherto was unknown to an- 
thropologists. It is distinguishable, 
he said, by lean bodies, light skin, | 
dark wavy hair, elongated heads, 
and brown eyes. 

Outstanding is the convex nose, a 
characteristic of the race which 
Field contends was later diffused | 
among several racial stocks, chief- | 
ly the Jews of southwestern Asia. 
He asserted the convex nose “may 
very well’ have originated with this 
people. 

The report contains a complete | 
description of the new race and its | 
habits, and.a review of other peo- 
ples of ancient Persia. The mu- 
seum said it is the first comprehen- 
sive account of the ancient and 
modern inhabitants of Iran.

from stamp collectors all over the | 


world for tin cans bearing the can- 
cellation mark in eight languages 
has become so great that the natives 
are getting tired of so much exces- 
sive work. The letters are stamped 
only with the year in which they 
are ‘‘canned”’ and mailed, as the 
day and date has no importance on 
the island. 

Few white people live in that part 
of the world, Flannery said.
